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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's Amendment After Final filed on 12/20/06 has not been considered. Amended claim 1 now recites, 
"the film is clamped by the film holder, along the length of a line extending transversely of the film feed direction and along which the film 
is served by the trimming device" which raises new issues and requires new consideration and search. 

It should be noted that pervious claim 1 recited, "the film is clamped by the film holder between the feeding device and the trimming 
device, during the time the film is being served by the trimming device substantially along a line the film is being served". The scope of 
claim 1 has been changed since limitation such as "the film is clamed by the film holder between the feeding device and the trimming 
device" has been eliminated and new limitations such as "the film is clamped, along the length of a line extending transversely of the film 
feed direction and along which the film is served by the trimming device" is added. Pervious claim 1 calls for the film to be clamped 
between the feeding device and the trimming device during the time the film is served by the trimming device "substantially" along a line 
on which film is being served. Pervious claim 1 did call for the film to be clamped "along the length of a line extending transversely of the 
film feed direction and along which the film is served. Therefore, the scope of claim 1 has been changed and needs further search and 
consideration.
